MaeNett  oa  eeeeuat  of  the  advance 
aa  foUoms,  aamely.  the  ftret  II.OM 
in  three  eeparata  ehequee.  all  pay- 
able to  the  O.W.V.A..  aad  the  baUnee 
In  two  separate  chequea  of 
each,  and  e.irh  payable  to  the  Dom- 
inion Vetemns'  Alliance.  These  last 
two  cheques  were  endorsed  by  Mr.  C. 
(i.  M.K-Nell  aa  secretary  of  the 
Dominion  Veterans'  Alliance,  and  the 
moneys  turned  over  to  the  G.W.V  A 
So  officer  of  the  Alliance  knew  any- 
thing about  these  cheques  having 
been  received  or  eadorsed  In  the 
manner  ahove  mentioned  natll  tha 
dtoeueelon  enme  up  In  Forlhuaeat  on 
Mareh  and  I  wda  Informed  then, 
for  the  Aret  time,  that  the  Order-In- 
pounoll  authorising  the  advance  ef 
thia  $16,000  purported  to  make  the 
advance  to  the  Dominion  Vetenina' 
Alliance,  instead  of  to  the  Oreut 
War  Veterans'  Association.  Mr  Mac- 
Neil  claims  tiuit  the  Order  ^  un(  ! 
la  tn  error  In  so  stating.  Mr.  Scam- 
mell.  the  Deputy  Mtnleter  of  the  De- 
partment malntalna  that  It  la  aot.  Mr. 
MacNell  elaime  that  thd  appUeatton 
was  made  on  behalf  of  tisa  Oreat  War 
Veterans'  Asnoelatten,  and  that  the 
cheques  should  hs\e  been  made  pay- 
able to  them.  Mr.  flcammetl  riainis 
that  it  was  made  on  behalf  of  Domin- 
ion Veterans'  Alliance,  and  that  it 
was  only  by  mlftako  that  the  rheques 
covering  the  Itrst  |(,000  were  mnde 
payable  to  the  O.W.V.A.  I  eaji  only 
quote  whdt  dPpegrs  la  the  written 
evidenee.  The  Wrftlan  applleatlon 
does  appear  to  have  been  made  en 
behalf  Of  the  Qroat  War  Veterans' 
AsHoclatlon.  and  the  cheques  for  the 
first  $&,000  made  payable  to  them. 
Tho  Order-ln-Councll,  however,  pur- 
ports to  authorise  the  advances  to 
the  Dominion  Veterans'  Alliance,  and 
the  last  .two  chequea  made  under  it 
were  mhdo  payahla  to  them  and  en- 
dereed  by  lir-  C.  O.  MaeNdll.  aa  their 
seeretary.  to  the  Great  Whr  vetsieae' 
Association.  It  eeeme  Strange  lo  bm 
that  such  a  mieunderetanding  ihonM 
or  <  ould  have  arisen  if  both  partiea  to 
the  transaction  hsd  played  fairly  one 
with  the  other  1  ahould  think  that 
there  need  have  been  no  nilsunder- 
m.indlng  t\t  all  between  Mr.  MacNell 
and  the  Deputy  Minister  as  to  whom 
the  advanoes  were  being  made.

Neither  myself, 
as  chairman  of  the  D.V.A.  Council., 
nor  any  of  the  other  aseoclations  sit- 
ting on  the  Counoll.  hnew  anything 
about  what  woo  going  oa.  X  nm  a^c 
blaming  Mr.  MaeKoll  for  gotuag  the 
money  for  the  O.W.V. A,  and  l»d» 
satlsfled  that  he  turned  every  eent  of 
It  over  to  them  for  the  carrying  on 
of  their  Service  Bureau.  If  the 
money  waa  available  for  this  pur- 
pose, Mr.  MacNeil  had  a  perfect  Hght 
to  apply  for  It,  but  not  as  an  offlclal 
of  the  Dominion  Veterans'  Alliance, 
and  I  am.  still  dt  a  lorn  to  understand 
why  the  Order-in -Coaaell  eub- 
aequently  leeued  ehopM  have  referred 
to  the  D.V.A.  whoa  dppareatly  no 
application  had  been  made  on  their 
behalf  If  Mr.  MacNeil  had  only 
taken  some  other  people  Into  hia  een- 
fidence  snd  kept  the  other  aasodn 
tions  advised  aa  to  what  he  was  do- 
ing, there  never  would  have  l>een  any 
trouble  about  the  matur  at  all. 

After  what  hM  ooeartod.  I  foe»  that 
the  Dominion  ysHtaas'  AllUnee 
should  not  oonltnae  to  function  fur- 
ther lit  Ottawa.  The  object  for 
which  it  was  formed  (amalgamation) 
la  not  In  sight:  at  least.  In  the  near 
future.  The  work  of  its  L<egulatlve 
Committee  can  very  well  be  taken  on 
by  a  eommKtee  sImlUrly  composed
